3. The practice will be from Naval Coast Battery Fort Cochin firing 
medium guns. The safe flying height will be 12,000 feet. 

4. Red flag will be hoisted at flag staff ( Coast Battery ) half an hour 
before the practice is due to commence and will remain so hoisted until 
practice ceases. 

5. During night shooting , red lamp will be displayed on the flag staff 
building and short range observation post half an hour before the com 
mencement of firing and will remain displayed until practice ceases. 

6. All shipping as also mariners and fishing crafts will be warned to 
keep clear off the firing area .
